Ix the mean time, Don Sebaftian, who for more than 
ten days, in which all thefe thi ings ha .d happened, heard

it HITE .women of Madagafcar believe that there afe 
fortunste and unfortunate days and hours; and it is a 
duty of their religion, when any of them are delivered 
inam unfortunate day or hour, cither to expofe the in- 
fants tobe devoured by the wild wn lis, to bury thei alive 
or to flrangle them, 

In one of the temples of the Empire of Pegu, they 
educate their v irgins, Every year at the feftival of the 
idol, they fzcrifice one of thefe unhappy creatures, The 
prieft in his facerdotal habit, ftrips her naked, {Lrangles 
her, plucks out her heart, and throws it in the idol’s 
face. The facrifice being ended, the prieft dines, then 
drefles himfelf in a habit of a ho vrible form, and dances 
beforethe people. In other temples, in the fame coun- 
try, men only are facrificed, For this purpofe they buy 
a haadfome weli-made flave, whom they dre{sin a white 
robe, and, after wafhing him three fucceffive mornings, 
thew hide to the people, The fourth day the prieft 
opens his breaft, plucks out his heart, fprinkles the idol 
with his blood, and eats his flefh as facred food, 

In the kingdom of Lao, the Talapoins, 

priefts of the country, ean only be judged by the king 
himfelf. They go to confeflion every month ; and, being 
faithful obfervers ef that cuftom,:may commit a thou- 
fand abominations with impunity. They fo far blind 
their Princes, that a Talapoin, conviéted of pafling coun- 
terfeit money, was afterwards acquitted by the king, who 
obferved that the feculars ought to be more liberal in their 
prefentto him, The moft confiderable perfons in the 
country think it a great honourto perform the meaneft 
offices for the Talapoins ; and none of them will wear 
a habit that has not been for fome time worn by a ‘Tala. 
poin,

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THE SHIPWREC RA, 
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g HE fhip Bowevia, of London, burthen about 29 
tons, Capt. Brooks, Commander, fet fail from the coat of 
Holland, on the 25th of November, 1724, having two 
pilots, the one Englifh, the other Dutch; his wife was 
alfo on board with hin, 

‘Lhe day hed been fatr and clear, but in the evening 
about fix, it blew hard. The gale increafed into a violent 
ftorm, wad continued for about feven hours; during 
which, the fhip was ftranded off Enchuyfen in the Texel, 

In order to fave themfelves, if poflible, the men all 
got into the long-boat, and were juft ready to put off; 
but not having the!r Captain among them, they called to 
haften him down, as the fea ran fo high that it even 
broke the boat, and endangered her beating to pieces 
againit the fide of the ttranded velfel, The Captain, in 
this nice and perilous point of time, recolleéting that 
his wife was fea-fick in the cabin, could not bear the 
thoughts of endeavouring to fave himflelf without her, 
and was carneltly labouring to bring her along with him: 
but fhe, who had heard the men cry out, that the boat 
would fink under the weight of two perions more, em- 
braced him vaMionately, a nd refuled to go, She wept, 
and told him in the moft moving manner, that-a woman 
in fuch anextremity would prove a dangerous incum- 
berance. She implored him, not to think of dividing 
his care, but to employ it all for the prefervation of his 
fingle life, much dearer to her than her own, 

For fome time he preffed her in vain; but at laft pre- 
vailed with her to come up with him upon deck, where 
the firft obfervation they made wes, that the boit was 
out of fight ; having been beaten off by the force of the 
fwell, that role between her and the veffel. 

He was gazing {peechleis in her face ina a defpair which 
he found no words to utter, when a billow breaking over

wife, who in the moment of her falling foxwevd, had 
been fupported againft that part of the rigging. She 
was ftill ina fwoon, but fo beloved by the mariners, 
that they redoubled their efforts t* get her on board, that 
they might have it in their power to fave her, They 
were fo fortunate that they found meansto lift her into 
the boat, where they laid her, dead to all appearance, 
by her hufband who was in the fame condition. They 
put off again, and with great difficulty, got on fhore 
upon one of the iflands in the Texel, where the Captain 
coming to himlelf, told his meu, that they would have 
done more kindly, had they let him perith in the fea; 
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fintc the life they had enforced upon him, muft forever 
be imbittered by the memory of her unhappy end, for 
whofe fake only he had thought it worth wifhing for. 
Ilis wife was now recovering, and near enough to hear, 

They flew into each others arms. And it is eafier to
